If Rumors Are True, Brumbaugh 


Will Wish He Never Saw the 


Executive Chamber. 


Governor Martin, G. Brumbaugh 


has taken the initiative in exposing 
an attempt to force him to retire 
from the contest for delegate to the 
Republican National Convention and 
also from the contest for the nomi- 
nation for President on the Republi- 
can ticket. 
It seems that during the campaign 


of 1914, while he was seeking sup- 
port for Governor, David B. Oliver, 
of Pittsburg, sent him a $1000 check 
for campaign purposes, but instead 
of using it for campaign purposes, 
as Mr. Oliver says he intended he 
placed it in a bank to his own pri- 
vate account, in other words, pocket- 
ed the whole business, and never 
made an accounting under oath for 
it.The Philadelphia Record stated 
that rumor had it that the expense 
account was near $15,000.00 short 
of the actual amount. 
Can it be 
possible that the Governor of this 
great commonwealth is going to al- 
low himself to be caught in a politi- 
cal snare of that nature? Can it be

PETER AND CORNELIUS. 


LESSON TEXT—Acts l<hl-23. . 
GOLDEN TEXT—There is" no distinc- 


tion between Jew and Greek; for the 
same Lord is LorS of all, and is rich unto 
all that call upon him —Rom. 10:12. 
/ Thus far Christianity had to do with 
Jews and Jewish proselytes only. Now 
its circle begins to widen so as to in- 
clude the Gentiles.

1. A Prepared Convert (vs. 1-8). (1) 


His position. 
Caesarea was on the 


great sea and was the political capital 
of Judea. It was about seventy miles 
from Jerusalem and thirty from Joppa 
Cornelius, who was captain of a band 
of men born in Italy, -was a Roman 
citizen, and perhaps had been connect 
ed with the great Roman general 
Sci$o. (2) His character. He was a 
man of promptness, appreciation and 
obedience, (v. 33). He was also a 
God-fearing man, whose piety- included 
his whole household. He was a man 
of, prayer and generosity (vs. 31, 32), 
for he gave "much alms" to both Jews 
and Gentiles. The result was that he 
was honored greatly by all, especially 
by the Jews. It does not seem that 
Cornelius was a proselyte to the Jewish 
faith (vs. 28-11-3), and he certainly 
was not as yet a saved man (11:13, 
14). Cornelius was a man of a vision 
not of dreams or of trances, for this 
vision came in the open daylight (v. 
30), when an angel, looking like a man, 
appeared unto him. His fear was 
calmed and he was informed that his 
prayer, for he was a "seeker after 
God," 
had been heard. The "memorial' 


(v. 4) spoken of was that part of the

Wild Oats In Highway Building 


For instance, a county may be of- 


fered free the material with which to 
build a small stretch of road. 
That 


looks like a good proposition—one on 
which a community could not lose. But 
there is another side to the story. 


The gift of material is of course only 


the entering wedge. 
The expectation 


Is that having started with tbe kind of 
material that is given away for dem- 
onstration purposes, a community will 
keep on with the same kind of con- 
struction. 
In this way a type of road 


that nobody wants particularly may be 
fastened on a town or county as a sort 
of habit. 


Gifts May Prove Costly. 


Furthermore, In some states—notably 


Illinois—the highway law says that a 
county road begun with one material 
or type of construction must be com- 
pleted throughout in the same way. It 
is therefore very good business for a 
producer to get bis particular kind of 
road material accepted to start with— 
even if he has to give it away in the 
first Instance. 


But the question remains of course 


as to whether the gift material and the 
kind of construction in which it Is 


used is tbe best that the community 


For these reasons it is the part of 


wisdom to scrutinize offers of free road 
building material very carefully 
They 


may be very costly presents—costly, 
that is, to the recipients. 


The first modern roads Wayne Coun- 


ty, Michigan, had were mostly of one 
type. 
Free material and free or at 


least unrecorded repairs, made them 
look a lot cheaper than they really 
were. This was good advertising but 
It did not provide a good reason why 
other communities should swallow the 
bait without hesitation. 


Some communities investigated and 


found that they could get good roads 
for less money than the Wayne County 
roads cost. 
They found that they 


could build asphaltic concrete or as- 
phalt macadam at a saving of $2.000 
or $3.000 a mile, which means lessen- 
ing the interest-carrying charge by 
$100 to $150 per mile per year.

representative of the labor movement 
has made a statement reflecting upon 
the value of prohibition. That such 
statement does not voice the senti 
ments of the rank and file of the la- 
bor organizations is certain. Whole 
bodies of labor unionists have gone 
on record in favor of prohibition, and 
men in high official positions in the 
American Federation of Labor have 
been most emphatic and outspoken 
against the liquor business. The Na- 
tional Brotherhood of Locomotive En 
gineers, representing a membership ol 
70,000, passed a resolution in favor cl 
prohibition, and the labor unions ol 
Pasadena, Cal., sent out to the unions 
of the nation a plea to work and vote 
for the elimination of the saloon, urg- 
in'g the benefits they had experienced 
from being in dry territory. At the 
convention of the American Federa 
...tion of Labor held in Toronto in the 
•"fall of 1914, despite the activity of a 
strong liquoi lobby, the argument tha 
the saloon is the "workingman's club' 
was emphatically repudiated. 


Tn various ways and on many occa 


s5ons the evil influence of the saloon 
"iias been recognized and pointed ou 
,.b> the labor unions of the United 
•Slates. 
While the liquor interests 


have sought to convey the impression 
that there was some common inter 
BSt between trade unionism and the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicants 
this suggestion is repelled on evers 
occasion when the matter is present 
ed to the labor men in its true ligh 
^.nd when the malign purpose of th 
liquoi interests is exposed to view.— 
John Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and formerly 
Vice-President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor.

Driveways Are Frequently of Sufficient 


Importance to Warrant Some Sur- 


face Improvement.

One or more of 
the following will, however, usually 
be found available and within the 
means of the farmer for surfacing his 
roads and paths: Gravel, mixtures of 
sand and clay, cinders, brickbats from 
old buildings, brick-yard waste and 
quarry waste. The material selected 
should, however, be hard enough to 
withstand crushing under heavy loads 
and possess sufficient binding power 
to compact well and maintain a firm, 
hard surface under all ordinary -weath- 
er conditions. 


Drainage and a good foundation are 


the first considerations in improving 
a road with a hard surface. The best 
possible foundation is a good earth 
road with a low crown. Earth, shoul- 
ders may be graded upon each side to 
prevent the surfacing material from 
spreading, as in the construction of an 
ordinary macadam road. The materi- 
al used for surfacing should be placed 
in a uniform layer or layers on this 
foundation and should be given a sul- 
cient crown to shed the rain waters to 
the sides. If a road roller can^bs se- 
•eured the material may be quickly con- 
solidated, otherwise considerable time 
will be required for it to be consoli- 
dated by the traffic.
